1 0. A process for preparing a detergent particle characterized by the steps of: 

a) providing a surfactant material in the form of a paste or liquid and dry starting 
detergent materials; 

b) blending said surfactant material and said dry starting detergent materials to form a 
particle core; 

c) passing said particle core to a coating mixer; 

d) providing a coating solution of a water soluble, non-hydrating inorganic material to 
said coating mixer; and 

e) at least partially coating said particle core in said coating mixer to form a detergent 
particle.
